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Many  a  prognosticator  has  had  his  say  about  the  KPFA  project  and  subscription 
radio  in  America,  and  the  one  element  in  common  to  most  of  the  predictions  about 
KPFA's  future  was  that  it  would  collapse  —  if  not  immediately,  certainly  within  a 
year.  It's  been  three  years  now  since  KPFA  first  began  broadcasting,  and  the  pessi- 
mists have  had  to  modify  their  predictions,  but  the  final  prediction  has  remained  the 
same  —  failure,  because  people  won't  support  a  new  kind  of  radio. 

The  pessimist  argues  that  it  isn't  a  matter  of  programing  or  of  value  received  in 
return  for  a  subscription  —  here  even  the  pessimist  will  admit  that  the  odds  are  over- 
whelmingly in  favor  of  KPFA  —  instead,  his  argument  rests  upon  the  assumption  of 
a  basic  indifference  on  the  part  of  the  majority  of  people.  Whether  or  not  KPFA  can 
broadcast  programs  depends  almost  entirely  upon  the  individual  choice  of  a  certain 
percentage  of  radio  listeners,  and  the  argument  runs  that  too  few  persons  are  willing 
to  make  a  choice  and  to  act  upon  it  —  even  though  that  choice  would  answer  needs 
and  interests  which  they  profess  to  have. 

There  have  been  many  times  in  the  very  recent  past  when  KPFA's  staff  and  many 
of  the  station's  staunchest  subscribers  have  had  to  admit  to  themselves  that  the  prog- 
nosticators  of  failure  might  soon  have  their  proof.  But  again  and  again  the  project  has 
cleared  apparently  impossible  hurdles.  And  in  recent  weeks  KPFA  has  been  receiving 
more  new  subscriptions  than  any  other  time  in  its  history.  We  are  thus  threatened  by 
a  faint  sentiment  of  optimism. 

The  test  —  and  KPFA,  so  far  as  radio  is  concerned,  is  quite  literally  a  test  of  the 
individual  listener's  ability  to  choose  and  act  for  himself  —  is  far  from  completed.  A 
little  less  than  1%  of  FM  set  owners  who  can  now  hear  KPFA  subscribe  to  it.  2%  are 
needed  to  complete  the  test  and  give  the  station  permanence.  If  the  present  rate  of 
response  were  to  hold  up,  that  would  be  achieved  within  twelve  months.  It  probably 
won't  hold  up.  But  the  progress  is  undeniable  and  the  pessimists  are  on  the  fence.

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BACH,  BEETHOVEN  AND  FLAUBERT,  a  lecture  by  Ernest  Bloch,  will  be  broadcast  on 
four  consecutive  evenings,  beginning  Wednesday,  August  I3th.  You  may  wonder  why  the  de- 
cision was  made  to  fracture  this  continuous  lecture  in  this  manner.  Here's  what  happened:  two 
recordings  were  made  while  Mr.  Bloch  spoke  at  the  University  of  California  on  June  26.  For 
purely  technical  reasons,  neither  recording  was  of  topnotch  broadcast  quality.  We  faced  the 
alternatives  of  discarding  the  results  in  toto,  of  editing,  or  of  broadcasting  the  tapes  as  they 
were.  The  lecture  was  too  valuable  to  accept  the  first  alternative.  Editing  seemed  a  bit  pre- 
sumptuous. Yet  it  seemed  perhaps  even  more  presumptuous  to  expect  the  listener  to  focus  his 
attention  on  nearly  two  hours  of  difficult  listening  .  .  .  Thus  the  more  easily  assimilable  half- 
hour  segments.
